Senators and Representatives Ready 
for Opening of Congress. 
Washington, November 2.—Senators 
and members of the house of representa- 
tives are beginning to arrive in Washing- 
ton préparatory to the meeting of con- 
gress a week from tomorrow. Most of the 
leaders will be here during the early part 
of the week, as the president desires to 
confer with them before putting the fin- 

ishing touches on his message. 

Today's arrivals included Senators 
Spooner, Allison, Fairbanks and Batley 
and Speaker Henderson. Senator Spooner 
spent some time at the white house to- 
night in conference with the president. 

Speaker Henderson expressed the opin- 
ion, in an interview, tonight that there 
would be little legislation at the coming 
short session aside from the passage of 
the appropriation bills. He added. how- 
ever, that the president would have the 
first inning.

Newspapers Owned by Wil- 
liam Randolph Doing 
Much Booming. 


By Jos: Ohl. 
Washington, November 23.—(Special.)— 
Politicians here are discussing with more 


or less seriousness the persistence with 


which the newspapers owned by William 
Randoiph Hearst are booming that per- 
son for the presidency. 

The New York Journal, The Chicago 
American and The San Francisco Exami- 
ner are all devoting considerable space 
to the suggestion, which finds some in- 
dorsement elsewhere that Mr. Hearst is 
the available man for the democrats to 
nominate in 1904. One recent Issue of The 
Journal contained no less than three sep- 
arate display stories treating this sub- 
ject, all from different standpoints, all 
of them, it is needless to say, favorable 
to Mr. Hearst. 

In the meantime Mr. Hearst af his 
friends are endeavoring te persuade the 
democratic members of the legislature of 
New York that they should give their 
complimentary vote for senator to him. 

The leading argument in his behalf is 
based upon the position he, through his 
newspapers, has taken in favor of or- 
ganized labor. 

One interesting feature of the Hearst 
programme was the bringing east of May- 
or Schmitz, of San Francisco, who, it will 
be recalled, was elected as a labor candi- 
date over the nominees of the two par- 
ties. Mayor Schmitz made numerous 
speeches during his tour east, in each 
and ali of them having a great deal to 
say about Mr. Hearst being the special 
friend of labor. The speeches were, of 
course, very fully recorded in all of the 
Hearst newspapers. 

Californians Not Enthusiastic. 

There are some California democrats 
who are not very enthustastic over this 
suggestion of additional political prefer- 
ment for Mr. Hearst. One of these in 
talking yesterday said: Mr. Hearst 
may have lacked nothing in his democ- 
racy as it was reflected through his east- 
ern papers, but we would have carried the 
state of California, elected our governor, 
if The San Francisco Examiner had sup- 
ported our nominee. As it was Mr. Lane 
came within a few votes of being elected: 
Mr. Hearst's Examiner is the only big 
paper pretending to be democratic in San 
Francisco, and it declined to support 
Lane. The Examiner wanted somebody 
else nominated, and two days before the 
convention declared that Lane could not 
receive its support.

Governor Taft strongly believes 
that there should be free trade betwecn 
the islands and the mother country. We 
made a slight reduction in their, favor 
in the legislation passed at the last ses- 
sion, but that clearly is not enough. I 
see it is urged that there should De a 
charge upon Philippine products coming 
into American ports of but 25 per cent.of 
the Dingley rates. That would be an im- 
provement over the present status, but 
what is needed is absolute free trade, 
not only for the benefit of our own com- 
merce, but for the development of the 
industries of the islands.

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government Not Willing To Let the 
Present Status of Greene and 
Gaynor Case To Continue. 
Suit Against Relatives 
of Carter. 


Washington, November 23.—(Special.)— 
United States District Attorney Erwin 
has been in Washington for several days 
in connection with the Carter case. He 
left here today for Chicago, where he 
appears for the government in certain 
proceedings before a master. These are 
prought by the government against two 
relatives of Captain Carter to force a 
showing of certain property of Captain 
Carter of which they are supposed to 
have entire possession. The amount orig- 
ally involved was $120,000. At the hear- 
ing, which has been in progress for some 
little time, the defendants have shown 
that about $60,000 of Captain Carter's 
property which was in their hands was 
transferred by them before these pro- 
ceedings were begun. This is, of course, 
beyond the reach of the government, or 
at least the responsibility of these partic- 
ular defendants for that sum is cleared 
away. Mr. Erwin is pressing the case 
with the idea of forcing the payment 
to the government of the remaining 360, 
000. 

He declines to discuss the details of 
thie particular proceeding further than 
to express his confidence in securing 
for the government other sums in addi- 
tion ‘to the large amounts he has already 
secured... With regard to Green and Gay- 
nor he is equally reticent, but he inti- 
mates that the government of the United 
States is by no means willing to let the 
present status of their case continue, 
and that further efforts to bring those 
two back from Canada will be made. 
Just what shape these proceedings will 
take, Mr. Erwin naturally declines to 
say. The protection which Canadian 
authorities have given Greene and Gay- 
nor, in the face of the fact that the law 
gustains every step the legal authorities 
of this government took to secure them, 
stands, of course, as the special barrier 
for their protection. Formal complaint 
has been entered by this government 
against the official interference which 
has so far prevented the return of Greene 
and Gaynor, but it is impossible as yet 
to say whether that will bring tangible 
results.

Paris, November 23.—The sinvestigation 
into the circumstances of Mrs. Gore's 
death has made no progress during the 
last forty-eight hours, and probably will 
remain at a standstill until Tuesday, the 
day fixed by the investigating magistrate 
for the examination of witnesses arid the 
formality of the “reconstruction of the 
scene.“ which will take place in the room 
in which the tragedy occurred and in the 
presence of DeRydzewsk!i. The latter 
will be closely cross examined and it is 
expected that the scene wil be reenacted 
as exactly as possible. 

M. Bertillon, the expert crimonologist, 
tomorrow will photograph and make a 
aiagram of the room. He is studying the 
case with a view to the coming trial, be- 
cause, even though the magistrate. may 
adopt the theogy of an accident, it will 
be necessar * to try DeRydzewski on the 
charge of committing homicide by im- 
prudence, and he is Hable to be mulcted 
in damages for the benefit of Mrs. Gore's 
heirs, should any put in an appearance.

long deen familiar, one of his master- 
pieces being the confederate monument 
in her native town. 

The sculptor's sympathetic handling of 
southern subjects has won for him in- 
ternational fame. Mr. Zolnay was re- 
cently decorated by his majesty, King 
Carol of Roumania, in consequence of his 
Winnie Davis memorial, The Angel of 
Grief,’ a plaster cast of which now 
adorns the royal academy .of Bucha- 
rest.

Biographically, Mrg Zolnay was born in 
Roumania, is the son of a distinguished 
lawyer, receiving his training in the art 
schools of Bucharest, Vienna and Paris, 
coming to America to do work for the 
Chicago world's fair, 1898, and settling 
in New York. 

But this cosmopolite, this “‘citisen of the 
world,” has proved himself so good an 
American that he has been gladly annex- 
ed, and with as much reason and justice 
as England. claims Von Herkomer and 
Sir L. Alma. Tademea. 

Mr. Zolnay’s marriage to a southern 
girl will further cement the already cor- 
dial relations existing between himself 
and his southern patrons.

nating oil. The bill was introduced last 
Friday and was referred to the commit- 
tee on agriculture, of which Senator Jor- 
dan is chairman, 

In detail the measure provides that 
where complaint as to the illumingting 
quality of ofl, used for illuminating pur- 
poses, is received at the offite of the de- 
partment of agriculture, it will de the 
duty of the general oil inspector to se- 
cure @ sample of the oll in question for 
the purpose of submitting it to the state 
chemist for analysis. 

In the event the chemist finds that the 
quality of the oll is inferior he is to notify 
the general inspector of that fact and the 
inspector, in turn, is to brand the oll 
as not coming up to the proper standard 
and more of it will not be allowed to be 
sold. Those interested in its sale will be 
punished. 

At present the department makes tests 
of oil to ascertain whether it is dangerous 
or not. Its illuminati quality does not 
enter materially intd this inspection, 
which is made purely as a matter of pre- 
caution to prevent accident. The test 
made, however, is of the most rigid na- 
ture. The new bill seeks to put addi- 
tiopal duties of inspection on the office. 
Den if the oil inspected is found to be 
safe, yet it may not ‘tome up to the 
standard when considered from an illumi- 
nating standpoint, and, if the bill passes, 
it will then be up to the inspector to as- 
certain that fact. 

There are other measures of consider- 
able general interest that are to come up 
for action this week. Some of the mem- 
bers are expected to be away on commit- 
tee work, visiting various state institu- 
tions, during the first few days of the 
week, but they will all return to the city 
in ample time to vote on the important 
meagures as they come up for final con- 
sideration.

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Bishop Warren A. Candler Delivers One of Ablest 
Sermons Ever Heard at the First 
Methodist Church. 


Every available sedting and standing 
space was occupied in the First Methodist 
church yesterday ‘ning when Bishop 
Warren A. Candler arose and began what 
was considered by many of those pres- 
ent the greatest sermon the bishop has 
ever preached, and that has ever been 
herd in that historic house of worship. 

At the close of the sermon the follow- 
ing young preachers were ordained dea- 
cons by Bishop Cagdler: Rev. Joseph H. 
Farr, Rev. Gustavus A. Davis, Rev. 
Matthew Lucile Harris, Rev. Albert 
Parks Segars, Rev. Larken Lafayette 
Landrum, Rev. Paul Wesley Ellis, Rev. 
Lucie i Roper, Rev. Benjamin C. Prick- 
ett, Rev. William J. Brooks, Rev. George 
Robert Kirk, and Rev. Eugene W. Rey- 
nolds. 

Bishop Candler opened the service by 
| leading in the hymn “How Firm a Foun- 
dation.“ He read as his scripture lessons 
the fifty-third chapter of Isaiah and the 
first chapter of Galatians. His text, the 
words of Paul, “For I am not ashamed 
of the gospel of Christ, for it is the power 
of God until salvation to everyone who 
believeth, to the Jew first and also to the 
Greek,“ was found in the first chapter 
of Romans, sixteenth verse. 

The theme of the bishop's dicourse was 
“The Power of the Gospel.“ . 

After reading his text the bishop bega 
his sermon by saying, “These words 
meant a great deal when first penned, and 
they mean much now. They fairly pulse 
with life and thought. Paul meant it 
when he said that he was not ashamed 
ot the gogpel of Christ, and he knew that 
it was true when he said that it was the 
power of God unto salvation.” 

Shame Is Defined. 

The bishop defined shame as The con- 
eciousness of inferiority when one stands 
in the presence of a fellow being whom 
he has reason to believe is in some re- 
epect his superior.“ 

„Paul,“ he said, was not ashamed of 
the gospel of Christ in Rome, he did not 
fear to face the learned cynicism, the 
power of wealth, and the utter corrupt- 
ness of that great city, which was at ‘the 
time of his visit the very compactness of 
earthly government. The power of the 
gospel had separated him from the. com- 
pany of other things, and there is a cer- 
tain. solitariness / about every man on 
whom God laysfhis hand to preach the 
gospel. You eannot be ashamed of 
Christ’s words without being ashamed of 
Christ. The two are one and insepara- 
gk bishop then described in most vivid 
language the great seat of empire, and 
the city which at that time ruled the 
world. Showing how the very power and 
wealth which had come to the city had 
brought with it corruption, godlessness, 
and blackness. He closed the description 
with the words, And the gospel as 
brought by the Apostle Paul was the only 
beam of light that was breaking over the 
city, and beginning to brighten the seven 
hills on which the great city stood.“ 

The 332 then took up the main theme 
of his ourse, he Power of the Gos- 
pel. 

‘rhe most powerful forces on earth,“ 
hé asserted, are the invisible forces the 
silent forces. Take for instance the law 
of gravity and a meteor in the heavens 
and compare the two. The latter flashes 
across the sky in a brilliant ray of light, 
but in the flashing is ee se a7) 

ss, but that eternal law o 
were ays and unseen holds a million 
worlds together and prevents chaos in the 
boundless universe of God.” He also 
spoke of the power of the silent sunlight. 

“The gospel did not come into the world 
in a great bulk so that it could be seen 
of men, nor did it come creating a mighty 
noise so that is could be heard by men, 


e as a silent revelation to man, and 
ite er power was revealed to Peter 
and to Paul by none other that the Holy 
Ghost.“ 

“The power of God unto salavation— 
that is the power that saves 4 world, and 
it takes a suffering Savior, and a bruised 
and broken Savior to redeem a world like 
this. Had Christ staid on this earth 
awhile and then gone home by an unseen 
route I would*have thought that human- 


uld not help it, but when the gracious 
— took upon himself the form of 
man and lived on this earth and died like 
a man I am persuaded that there 18 
nothing but skin between us and our 


God. 
Not a Matter of Culture. 

“Te refinement of the world’s kind 
will not save a man. Look for example 
at the buried cities of the old world, 
where the culture and refinement whica 
existed and which cannot be equaled by 
any of our modern metropolises, but they 
perished and went down in the utter 
degredation. Some of you are putting in 
your homes copies of the pictures which 
adorned the walls of the houses of that 
time, pictures which ought not to be put 
in the stable of an ox. 

“Take the play house of today. Sopho- 
cles would not own 
would not acknowledge it. It is rotten 
beyond the telling. How do 1 know? 
I know by the pictures which draw and 
the people who are drawn. I do not have 
to go to the sewer to find typhoid fever 
when I go to the funeral. 

„But as corrupt as is the world today 
it can be saved by the power of the gos- 
pel of Christ, but there is no other power 
on earth that can savé it. No country 
was ever so corrupt as was Rome at the 
time of Paul's visit. It was the only 
thirig that saved even a small part of 
Rome. It has the power to save either 
a slave or an empire. 

„This power of the gospel is a gigantic 
power. The great forces of this day can- 
not overcome it, but must be Overcome 
by it. The great wealth of today, which, 
like the unjust judge, neither feared God 
nor regarded man must come under sub- 
jugation to this gospel. The cynicism of 
this world must and will be subjugated 
by it. The luxury of earth must bow to 
the power of the gospel of Christ.“

A number 
of ministers in the congregation were seen 
to wipe their eyes while the bishop was 
talking. 

The ordination of the young deacons 
after the sermon was a beautiful and in- 
spiring ceremony. The eleven young men 
who took the vows were visibly moved 
by the words of the bishop as he pro- 
nounced the blessing upon them and ad- 
ministered to them vows of the church. 

Eleven Applicants. 

After Dr. John W. Heidt had presented 
the names of the eleven applicants and 
the bishop had asked if there was any 
one present who. knew of any impedi- 
ment or crime for -which they should not 
be ordained, and Dr. T. F. Pierce had 
read the following lesson from I Timio- 
thy, iii, viil, 13, “Likewise must the dea- 
cons be grave, not double-tongued, not 
given to much wine, not greedy of filthy 
lucre: holding the mystery of the faith 
in a pure conscience. And let these also 
first be proved; then let them use the 
office of deacon, being found blameless. 
Even so must their wives be grave, not 
slanderers, sober, faithful in all things. 
Let the deacons be the husbands of one 
wife, ruling their children and their own 
houses well. For they that have used 
the office of deacon well, purchase to 
themselves a good degree, and great 
boldness in the faith which ig in Christ 
Jesus,“ the following vows were admin- 
istered by the bishop: 

“Do you trust that you are inwardly 
moved by the Holy Ghost to take upon 
you the office of th ministry in the 
church of Christ to serve God for the 
promoting of His glory and the edifying 
of His people?“ 

Answer: I ö trust 80.“ 

Bishop: Do you unfelignedly believe 
all the canonical Scriptures of the Old 
and New Testaments?“ 

Answer: I do believe them.“ 

The bishop: ‘Will you diligently read 
or expound the same to the people whom 
vou shall be appointed to serve?“ 

Answer: I will.”’ 

The bishop: “It appertaineth to the 
office of a deacon to assist the elder in 
divine service, and -especially when he 
ministereth the holy communion, to help 
him in the distribution thereof, and to 
read and expound the Holy Scriptures; 
to instruct the youth; and in the absence 
of the elder to baptize. And,  further- 
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more, it is his office to search for the 
Sick, poor and impotent, that they may 
be visited and relieved. Will you do this 
gladly and willingly?’ 

Answer: “I will so do by the help of 
God.“ f 

The bishop: ‘Will you apply all your 
diligence to frame and fashion your own 
lives (and the lives of your families) ac- 
cording to the doctrine of Christ; and to 
make (both) yourselves (and them) as 
much ag in you lieth, wholesome exam- 
ples of the flock of Christ?’ 

Answer: I will do so, the Lord being 
my helper.“ 

The bishop: Will you reverently obey 
them to whom the charge and govern- 
ment over you is committed, following 
with a glad mind and will their godly 
admonitions?’’ 

Answer: “I will endeavor so to do, the 
Lord being my helper.’’ 

Then the bishop, laying his hands sev- 
erally upon the head of every one of 
them, said: Take thou authority to exe- 
cute the office of a deacon in the chgrch 
of God; in the name of the Father, and 
of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost.

This work is in the hands of two able 
and energetic men, who are surrounded 
by some of the foremost ‘men of the 
house. Chairman Reid is having a pretty 
full attendance on his committee every 
day, especially while the franchise tax 
is under consideration, and Chairman 
Davis has never been short of a quorum 
in the appropriations committee. Both of 
them are going to furnish matter for in- 
teresting debates on the floor of the 
house, and these will be cq@ning along 
within the next day. or two,

Hays Negotiation wilh Newfound 
land Seems Doomed. 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington, November 2.—(Special.)— 
fhe indications are that the administra- 
tion will have another rejected reciproc- 
ity treaty on its hands at the end of 
the coming session of congress, Senator 
Lodge and other New England senators 
are outspoken in their oppositin to the 
treaty recently negotiated by Secretary 
Hay with the prominent Minister Bond, 
of Newfoundland. This treaty, they claim, 
would work to the injury of the blessed 
fishing interests of New England, and 
they must, therefore. oppose its ratifica- 
tion. 

It seems that the people who feel they 
will be most injured by this treaty are 
the fishermen of Gloucester. Gloucester 
fe in the congressiona! district represented 
by Mr. Gardner, the son in law of Sena- 
tor Lodge, and it is part of the gossip | 
relative to this particular case that these 
game Gloucester fishermen were valuable 
to the senator’s son in law in his contest 
for the republican nomination to con- 
gress. Senator Lodge was at the state 
department the other day 
Gardner and 
intention to oppose the 
treaty. 

New England’s Fishermen. 

The Maine senators are understood also 
to have expressed themselves as opposed 
to the treaty. There are approximately 
31.000 men in New England engaged in 
different branches of the fishing industry. 
These are the figures given by New Eng- 
landers themselves. Under the treaty 
the interests of these 31,000 New Eng- 
landers would suffer in some degree be- 
cause fish from Newfoundland would be 
allowed into the markets of the United 
States free of duty with the probable 
result of cheapening salted fish to the 
American consumers. The American con- 
sumer in this particular instance must 
represent several million people, but, of 
course, these do not count with the New 
England statesmen when compared with 
31,000 New England fishermen. 

Secretary Hay does not openly criticise 
the attitude of these New England gen- 
tlemen. He is too good a politician to do 
this, but he feels very sore particularly 
over the attitude of Senator Lodge. 

It will be recalled that the time of the 
first Hay-Pauncefote treaty was under 
consideration it was announced that Sen- 
ator Lodge, along with other leading re- 
publican senators, were kept informed 
concerning the negotiations and gave to 
them their full approval. Senator Lodge 
has always taken a particularly promi- 
nent part in the discussion of foreign af- 
fairs, and he is said to have given his 
Full approval to that treaty, as it was 
signed by the secretary of state and the 
prime minister. 

His Change of Front. 

Later on, when opposition developed, 
the senator from Massachusetts was one 
of those who insisted upon amending the 
treaty. Secretary Hay has always be- 
Heved that the first treaty was a better 
document for the United States than the 
last one and he has never quite forgiven 
Senator Lodge for giving the state de- 
partment what sportsmen might cal) the 
dowble-cross. 

ow it looks as if the Massachusetts 
senator is prepared to administer a simi- 
lar blow to the state department over this 
New England treaty. It is asserted that 
he is one of those who expressed himself 
as strongly in favor of a reciprocity 
treaty with Newfoundland. This was ne- 
gotiated on the only posible basis—ine 
opening up of the American market to 
the New Foundland fisheries. Now, how- 
ever, the senator criticises the treaty and 
when asked about his former attitude, 
says he had no idea the fishing interests 
were to be involved. 

Big Talkers, Poor Performers. 

It looks very much, in view of this 
New England opposition, as if this latest 
reciprocity treaty will go the way of all 
others negotiated under the last two ad- 
ministrations. The republicans do a great 
deal of talking about “reciprocity as the 
handmaiden of protection,” and are great 
believers in reciprocity—while an election 
is on. When it comes to the ratification 
of reciprocity treaties, however, the self- 
ish interests underlying the present sys- 
tem of protection manifest themselves 
and the treaties die. 

it will be easy for a few New England 
senators to prevent the ratification of this 
latest treaty at the coming session. Any 
‘Shew' of opposition will prevent a vote 
and that is all that is necessary so far 
as the fate of the treaty is concerned.

Washington, November 23.—Secretary 
Hitchcock, of.the interior department, 


has submitted his report: 
As to the Pensions. 


Following are extracts ‘rom the report 
regarding pensions and Indian affairs: 

“The report of the commissioner of pen- 
sions shows that the total number of pen- 
sioners on the roll during the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1902, was 1,041,687, and the 
number remaining on the roll at the close 
of the yv 999,446, a net gain over 
the previous year of 1,711, and exceeding 
in number of pensioners any former year. 

“The gains to the rolis during the year 
were 4,121 new pensioners and 3,831 re- 
newals and restorations, a total of 43,962. 
The losses to the rolls during the 
year by death were 487,14, and 
causes 5,006, a total of 
42,241, leaving a net gain of 1,711 for the 
year. 

The number of claims of all dasses ad- 
judicated during the year was 246,353, of 
which number 118,464 were rejected. 

here were 10,441 claims allowed in 
which no benefit accrued to the claimants 
for the reason that they were already 
pensioned under another law at an equal 
or higher rate. No cirtificates issue in 
this class of cases unless the claimant 
elects to take such pension in lieu of that 
which he now receives. 

“Attention is directed to the fact that 
the number of rejections does not repre- 
sent an equal number of separate claim- 
Many of the rejections represent 
| Claimants who are drawing pensions un- 
der one law or another, while in other 
cases different and separate applications 
are often filed by a soldier claiming under 
different. acts of congress or by and 
through several separate attorneys. 

The number of allowances in which 


ith Major | certificates actually issued during the year 


was 117,268. Of these, 40,121 were original 
claims; 3,831 were restorations and re- 
newals; 57,063 were increases, reissues, ad- 
ditionals, and supplementals, and 16,263 
were for accrued pension. 

“The number of pending claims at the 
beginning of the year was 408,509, and the 
number of new claims filed during the 
year was 188,626; at its close there were 
pending 339,436 of all classes, of which 
131,70 were original claims in which no 
allowance has ever been made. 

“The total number of males pensioned 
was 738,809; 288,936 on account of disability: 
442,101 on acount of service, and 7,732 old 
war survivors. The total number of fe- 
males pensioned is 260,637; 92,171 by reason 
of death of the soldier of service origin; 
155,178 on account of service of soldier; 
12,654 on acount of service of soldier in old 
wars, and 634 nurses. 

“The appropriation for the payment of. 
pensions for the fiscal year was $144,000,- 
00. Repayments to the appropriation 
made the amount available for payment 
of pensions $144,004,351.56. The disburse- 
ments for army and navy pensions dur- 
ing the year, including the amount dis- 
bursed by treasury «settlements, were 
5137, 50. 267.9, :eaving an unexpended bal- 
ance to be covered into the treasury of 
$6,500,083.57. The expenditure for navy 
pensions wag $3,849,022.24. 

“The amount expended during the year 
for salaries and other expenses of the 
pension bureau, and the cost of disburse- 
ments, fees of examining surgeons, etc., 
was 38.586, 100.04, making the total cost 
of maintenance of system $141,000,428.03. 

“The disbursements for pensions by 
the United States from July 1, 1790, to 
June 30, 1865, were $96,446,444.23. Since 
1°65 the disbursements for pensions wer: 
$2,£04,408,857.22, and for cost of main- 
tenance and expenses 1,654. 717.92, or a 
tcta! of $2,896,063,575.12, making the en- 
tire cost cf the maintenance of the pen, 
sion system since the foundation of the 
government nearly 3,900, 000,000. Of the 


amount that has been expended for pen- 


sions since the foundation of the gov- 
ernment $70,000,000 was on account of the 
war of the revolution; $45,025,297 on ac- 
count of sei vice in the war of 1812: $5,814,- 
206 on account of service tn the Indian 
Wars (1832-1842); $31,861,837 on account of 
service in the Mexican war: $3,275,184 on 
account of the war with Spain, and $2,- 
728,878,276 on account of the war of the 
rebellion. 

“The foregoing amounts are startling 
in character, yet they are the results 
o* the disburs2ments made pursuant to 
the pension laws. 

“The annual value of the. pension roll 
(the amount rajuired annually to pay 
the regular pension certificates outstand- 
ing at the close of the fiscal year) was 
$132,1£2,800. The average annual value of 
each pension was $132.23, a slight increase 
over that of the former year. The aver- 
age annual value of general law pensions 
has increased to $171.28; cf pensions under 
act of June 27, 1890, to $108.59, while the 
average annua! value of Spanish war pen- 
sions has decreased to $140.78. Over one- 
half of the pensions are $10 per month 
and under. 

During the year 19% arrests were made, 
272 indictments found and 167 convictions 
secured on account of violations of the 
pension laws. There were 24 acquittals: 
23 cases were dismissed; 8 civil suits were 
instituted and $11,418 recovered., The re- 
port shows that of the persons convicted 
only 22 are believed to have had any mili- 
tary service, and that some of the crimes 
that were punished were undoubtedly 
committed through ignorance. 

“The commissioner recommends the 
passage of a law providing that any per- 
son convicted in court of an infamous 
crime shall forfeit his pension or his 
right to one. -I fully eoncur in the com- 
missioner’s recommendation in this mat- 
ter; the pension roll is a roll of honor, 
and its high standard should ever be 
maintained. 

“Information was received at the bu- 
reau of the death during the year of 50,128 


— 


Dost of the Comsus. 

“The director of the census reports that 
the law establishing a permanent census 
office became effective July 1, 1902, and at 
that date the work of tabulating and pub- 
lishing the returns of the enumerators 
for the census of 1900 had been practi- 
cally completed. The results have been 
embodied in ten quarto volumes, compris- 
ing the reports on. population, vital statis- 
tics, agriculture and manufactures. This 


great task was completed in a remark- 


ably short time; not since the census of 
1840 has the period been so brief Detween 
the enumeration and the publication of 
the final results. 

The cost of the temporary work of 
the twelfth was $11,854,317:91,-an average 
of 15.5 cents per capita. The total cost 
of the fleld work was $4,358,670.04, an aver- 
age of 5.7 cents per capita. The inability 
to secure satisfactory enumerators in 
some cases was the principal difficulty 
attending the enumeration. This caused 
additional work in the office and an in- 
creased expense. It is believed that in 
taking the thirteenth census this diffi- 
culty can be obviated to some extent and 
a more effective plan devised for the su- 
pervision of the field work. 

Indian Affairs. 


The total Indian population of the 
United States is approximately 269,306, of 
which the New York Indians and those 
known as the Five Civilized Tribes em- 
brace 89,732, leaving 179,574 occupying 156 
reservations, having 55,127,000 acres, out- 


side of New York and the Indian Terri-- 


tory. 

“During the past year 6,568 allotmgsts 
were made, the area thereof. being approx- 
imatély 750,000 acres. Allotments in sev- 
eralty, embracing in the aggregate 8,612,- 
000 acres, have been made since the pas- 
sage of the act.of February 8, 1887, to 
approximately 71,421 Indians. 

The general condition of the Indians 
has been fairly satisfactory during the 
year; no serious trouble has occurred. 
Progress toward civilization has been 
marked, more Indians having engaged in 
civilized pursuits and in efforts at self- 
support than ever before 

The management of the Indian service 
in the fleld and in the schools has baen 
satisfactory. The policy of requiring In- 
dian allottees able to do so, to work a 
fair portion of their allotments, thus con- 
tributing by their industry to their own 
support, has been adopted, as well as 
the discontinuance of the issue of rations 
to those determined and known to be 
able to support themselves, but extend- 
ing to. those entirely or partially dis- 
qualified every possible ald for their 
well-being and encouragement, and the 
inauguration of industrial training in 
schools where not previously established, 
do that Indlans of both sexes might be 
taught the trades or industries best adapt- 
ed to their circumstances. 

“The aggregate appropriations on ac- 
count of Indian service for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1902, was $9,815,190.09. Of 
this amount $9,736,186.09 was provided for 
in the Indian appropriation act for the 
fiscal year 1902, approved March 3, 1901. 
and $79,004 by the deficiency acts of Feb- 
ruary 14 and July 1, 1902. The amount 
appropriated for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1903, is $9,132,028.10, being a de- 
crease for 1903 from 1902 or $683,161.99. 

The income of the various Indian 
tribes from 1 sources during the year 
is as follows: Interest on trust funds, 
$1,510,248.16; treaty and agreement obliga- 
tions, $2;234,610.26; gratuities, $727;900; In- 
dian moneys, proceeds of leases, labor, 
etc., $946,347.93; aggregating 5, 9, 106.35, as 
against $5,338,680.54 for the previous ot am 
year—an increase of $80,225.81, due prin- 
cipally to greater income from proceeds 
of labor, leases, etc. 

“The education of Indian youth in gov- 
ernment schools progressed satisfactorily 
during the current fisca] year 

In my last antual report it was shown 
that some 1,600 Indians had been dropped 
from the ration rolls during the previous 
year. Since then others have been 
dropped, so that the total now numbers 
over 12,000, all of whom are wholly seif- 
supporting. Instead of rations and cloth- 
ing, employment has been given them on 
reservations in building roads, dams, res- 
ervoirs for storage of water for irriga- 
tion, and other occupations suitable to 
their conditions. Tus a beginning at 
self-support has been made by a respect- 
‘able number who never worked before, 
and while progress will doubtless be slow, 
yet the example of these will eventually 
have goon effect. 

“Under section 16 of the Indian appro- 
priation act of March 3, 1883, there was 
created by congress a commission, known 
as the Dawes commission, vested with 
authority to negotiate agreements with 
the Choctaw, Chickasaw, Cherokee, Creek 
and Seminole, commonly known as the 
Five Civiliged Tribes, looking to the dis- 
integration of the tribal governments and 
the abolition of communal holdings, pre- 
paratory to the creation of a state or 
states of the union from the lands em- 
braced in the territory of these tribes, 
aggregating nearly 20,000,000 acres. The 
commission, as created, consisted of three 
members, appointed by the president. by 
and with the advice and consent of the 
senate. It was contemplated that this 
commission should in their negotiations 
seek, first, the allotment of the lands of 
these tribes in severalty, or at least a 
sufficient quantity for the needs of each

‘Scrantcn, Pa., November 4 position 
to be taken by the independent coal op- 
erators with regard to the tentative agree- 
ment between the large coal companies 
and the mine workers to settle their dis- 
pute outside the anthracite eoal strike 
commission, but with the conciliatory as- 
sistance of the arbitrators, has not been 
definitely decided upon. | 

The independents held a meeting last 
night, at which were present the repre- 
sentatives of about twenty-six companies, 
and a committee of nine was appointed 
to go to New York on Tuesday for the 
purpore of meeting the presidents of the 
goal carrying railroads and ‘earn from 
them what the independent companies are 
to expect providing they agree to go along 
and adjust. the labor dispute without ar- 
bitration. This decision was not reached 
until the independent operators’ attorney, 
Ira H. Burns, of Seranton, bad made a 
report of the conference he attended at 
which were present all the attorneys for 
the large companies and the miners and 
the “conciliation’’ or subcommittee of the 
commission. 

Until they learn what the large com- 
panies intend to do, the independents will 
make no positive stand beyond that 
which they took in the hearing before the 
commission on Saturday. That was to the 
effect they object to the committee ap- 
proving any agreement in which the in- 
dependent operators are not included. 

The committee of the independents is 
composed of the following mine owners: 
W. W. Watson, of the Hoosic Mountain 
Coal Company and the Mount Jessup Coal 


Hill Coal Company, of the Schuylkill 
region; J. L. Crawford, People’s Coal 
Company, Scranton; H. C. Reynolds, 
Wyoming Ccal and Iron Company, Scran- 
ton; W. Connell, Green Ridge Coal 
Comrany, Scranton, and Enterprise Coal 
Company, Shamokin; Dr. J. N. Rice, 
Riverside Coal Company, Scrantga; J. L. 
Cake, Clear Spring Coal Company and 
Ra nb Coal Company, Pittston; J. J. 
Jermyn, of Jermyn & Co., Scranton, and 
C. D. Simpson, West End Ccal Company. 
Scranton. 

Mr. Connell, who is the recorder 
(mayor) of Scranton, is chairman of the 
committee. Mr. Simpson is associated 
in business with L. H. Watkins, one of 
the strike commissioners, although Mr. 
Watkins is not connected with the West 
End Coal Company or any other anthra- 
cite coal concern. 

They Will Want Concessions. 

The ihdependent operators will make a 
firm stand for some recognition in the 
matter of a settlement with the miners. 
It is authoritatively stated they will not 
assume the attitude of belligerents when 
the committee meets the coal presidents, 
nor will they appear as suppliants. The 
independents feel that if, an increase in 


some concession from the coal carrying 


' railroads in order to compensate them 


for granting an increase to the miners. 
The independent companies, it is under- 
stood, do not sell their product directly 
to the consumer. They turn it over to 
the coal carrying railroads, who give the 
individual concerns, generally speaking, 
6 cents on every dollar, retaining 35 
cents for hauling and selling the coal. 
The independents say that if wages are 
increased’ the large companies have it 
within their power to increase the price 
of coal to the consumer or maintain the 
present high price at the mines, which 
was fixed by some companies after the 
strike in order to compensate them for 
the damage entailed during the suspen- 
sion. The independents say they must 
take what the companies give them—6 
‘cents on the dollar—but will make an 
effort. to have it increased to 70 or 75 
cents on the dollar. 

The independents say they can compll- 
cate matters if they cared to, but feel 
it would not be fair to the public or 
themselves to do so. While it has not 
been officialiy stated, it is understood 
that whatever agreement is submitted 
to the strike commission for approval 
must first have to be approved by all 
the companies. If the independent com- 
panies were disposed to disagree on a 
settlement made between the companies 
and the miners, it would make matters 
interesting. A common remark heard in 
the anthracite regions is that no matter 
what the big companies do, the smaller 
concerns will have to go along.”’ 

The independents do not see it in that 
Hight. 

The large coal companies have been 
gradually absorbing the independent com- 
panies and in the case of several of 
these small operators it is only a ques- 
tion of time when the large companies 
will have control of all of them. In 1890, 
the year of the last big strike, the inde- 
pendent companies mined about % per 
cent of the entire anthracite production, 
but now they control about only .16 per 
cent of the coal outpu’. 

A representative of one of the coal 
companies well versed to speak in the 
present situation, said today: 

The independent operator is in an 
unfortunate posttion. Every time the 
large companies and the union get into 
a conflict the smalfer concerns, whose 
men as a rule have no grievances, are 
drawn into it and the independent com- 
pany must share the burden of the dat- 


tle. 

“While the individual companies are not 
willing to do so, many of them feel it 
would be better to make terms with 
the United Mine Workers of America 


and live in peace than to have their busi- 


ness disturbed every time th: others get 
into a snarl which always draws them 
into it. It would be a matter of self- 
preservation.’ 

There has as yet been no definite time

Forecast of Agreement. 

While nothing has been agreed upon, 
the best forecast that cdn be made at 
this time is that the men hy receive in 
the neighborhood of a 10 per cent in- 
crease, a nine-hour day, the weighing of 
coal to be adjusted as best it can, and 
agreements between the men and the 
company by whom they are employed.

Acording to the tale öf this wayfarer 
he purchased a ticket from a scalper in 
St. Louls that was supposed to take him 
from the Mound City to Baltimore. When 
he got on a Baltimore and Ohio South+ 
western tran at St. Louis everything 
looked rosy. After the conductor had 
finished cross-examining him the pvur- 
Chaser of scalpers’ tickets knew that

Venice, November 13.—Since the Cam- 
panile tumbled down, Venetians have 
been concerning themselves with a per- 
sistency that might have been, exerciséd 
to better advantage years ago over the 
state of their historic buildings, and the 
first of them to feel the effects of this 
belated access of energy has been the 
Doge’s palace. 

St. Mark cathedral was found to be 
shaky, the walls of the mint were by no 
means secure, a tower almost as vener 
able as the Campanile was off the pe® 
pendicular and the sides of two tamous 
old churches were dulging out, but the 
condition of the Doge’s palace made it 
evident that it was most in need of im- 
mediate attention. The municipal council 
of Venice this time did not delay in vot- 
ing to remove from the palace the thou. 
sands of books whose weight was strain- 
ing its walls so severely that large cracks 
had already appeared in them, or in giv- 
ing orders that the walls themselves 
should be so strengthened as to make a 
chance of their ging way out of. the 
question.

A citizen of Staaken is suing the kaiser 
for the price of a boar, which his majes- 
ty’s hunting party drove into the pet 
tioner’s field, whereupon he killed him. 
The hunters took away the boar pig 
against the owner's, protest, claiming that 
it was imperial property, an opinion not 
backed by the law of the hunt. 

Why Hay’s Note Found No Backing. 

It is now quite apparent why Secretary 
Hay's note demanding justice for the Jew 
found no backing in Germany and Aus- 
tria. Dr. Plaezek,\a well known attorney 
in Posen, told your. correspondent that 
the Prussian government is engaged in a 
systematic Jew hunt; every foreign born 
Jew it can find in Poland is invariably 
ordered to quit and from fifteen to twen- 
ty Jews are weekly transported from the 
city of Posen alone. 

No More Reindeer Meat for Germany. 

The commission on duties decided that 
after April next, when. the new meat law 
goes into effect, reindeer flesh can no 
longer be imported from Norway except 
in bulk—the whole animal. As it would 
no} pay to do that, the. Germans will 
have to look to other quarters for relief 
from the increasing meat. scarcity.

Duke Took Tire-Woman’s Savings. 

Anna Milewsky’s sult against the duke 
of Schleswig, the empress’ brother, for 
restitution of 18,000 marks, which his 
highness’ representative took away from 
her in Cafro, was postponed the moment 
the testimony got damaging to Schles- 
wig. It was, however, proved that Anna 
Milewsky, while confidential companion 
to the late Princess Amalie of Schleswig. 
kept her highness out of her own purse 
whenever the duke’s remittances were 
late in matertalizing, which happened 
quite frequently. The duke was bound 
by the courts to pay the princess $3,700 
per year, which was all the income she 
had, but his highness paid only in drib- 
lets, and when the amounts were long 
overdue, as the princess’ diary, submitted 
to the court, showed. A year or 80 ago 
Princess Amalie died in Cairo and the 
duke sent his adjutant to close up her 
affairs. The adjutant found in the prin- 
cess’ treasury 18,000 marks supplied by 
Anna, and at once confiscated them, de- 
spite the tire-woman’s protest. The 
money was used to give her late high- 
ness a splendid burial.” At this point the 
court adjourned sine die, the inference 
being that the judge thought things were 
getting too hot for Schleswig- Anna 
Milewsky was beggared by the duke's 
high-handed proceedings and is suing as 
a pauper. : .
